MR. FRANK PIERCE DIES AT 
KINSTON 


Mr. Frank Pierce, one of the | 


pioneer citizens of South Cof-’ 
fee, died at his home at Kins- 
ton on Monday June 21. Mr, 
Pierce had been ill for only a 


short time when his death oc-! 


curred. He was 74 years of age 
and was known throughout 
that section and numbered his 
friends by the score. 

The funeral and burial oc- 
curred at Alberton cemetery on 
Tuesday June 22.
